Fatal Effects Throughout All 
Parts of London.

“To the American visitor there is 
small wonder that the disease is so preva- 
lent here. The houses in the best quarters 
are illy equipped against such cold weather 
as that of the last few weeks. Not one hall 
in a hundred in the expensive. houses is 
warmed at all, while the windows and doors 
of all English residences are ill-fitting and 
draughty. The temperature of the halls con- 
sequently is below that of the outer air. 
Yet people go into them from warm rooms 
and a sudden chill fs inevitable. In the poor- 
er quarters unhappily the temperature is 
only vial in the li rooms and halls.

Here I 
am accused of a crime of which I am as 
innocent as a baby, with the gallows star- 
ing me in the face and powerless to do a 
thing to help myself. All that I can do is 
to rely upon the mercy and judgment of the 
Governor, and this last respite has led me 
to think that he is at last beginning to be- 
lieve in our innocence. During our trial 
I never for an instant doubted but that we 
would both be acquitted. I could see that 
the evidence was going against us, but I 
felt so secyre in my innocence that I did not 
fear the result. Even when the trial was 
oor eluded. and the jury ot us guilty,

It was not until this last recourse failed 
that the awful truth of what the death sen- 
tence meant dawned ugon me. It did not 
break upon me all at once, but came gradu- 
ally, and I wonder now that ft did not 
drive mé crazy. I sank down on my cot,, 
and if ever a man prayed for his life I 
prayed then, asking God for help. I also 
asked Him for strength to bear my fate 
like a man if. it was His will that I should 
die. There has never been a moment of 
my life since then while I have been awake 
that my impending doom has not deen 
constantly before me, and often my dreams 
are disturbed by visions of the gallows and 
swinging noose, which cause me to start up 
in béd with a cry of terror. Each day that 
I pass here seems like an eternity. I have 
the freedom of the corridors during the day, 
and spend most of my time in pacing up 
and down, meditating on my sad fate, 
Often the thought of my poor old mother, 
who for the past year has been so crippled 
with rheumatism that she has to walk with 
crutches, rises in my mind. I, together 
with my sister, have been, her only means 
of support, and if I am taken away God 
only knows what will become of her.

MISSOURI'S THIRD HOUSE. 


The Jefferson City letter in to-day’s 
Sunday. Post-Dispatch on the “Third 
House” of the Legislature will make clear 
to the public many otherwi inexplicable 
incidents of legislation during the pres 


If there are plain citizens Who still 
wonder why good bilis designed to pro- 
tect the people from injustice and to re- 
peal laws favoring corporations mys- 
teriously disappear or are defeated by 
sharp parliamentary tactics, they may 
get enlightenment from this article. They 
may learn that the fate of corporation 
bills is not determined by merit or by 
the will or needs of the people, but by. the 
dictum of the corporation lobby. They 
may learn also that the power of this 
lobby to control legislation does not de- 
pend upon the political complexion of the 
Legislature. Its word is law, no matter 
what party is in cohtrol. Parties may 
rise and fall, but its work goes on for- 
ever. 

The “Third House” is non-partisan. 
The railroad and other corporations 
which. have a business interest in politics 
are impartial in the use of parties. They 
have strong representatives in the organ- 
izations of both the great parties. The 
work of their machine extends along the 
whole line from the packing of primaries 
and conventions to the packing of legis- 
lative committees. The personnel of the 
lobby is fairly divided between Repub- 
licans and Democrats. 

But it is important to note that far 
from getting rid of the pernicious in- 
fluence of the railroad lobby by changing 
the political complexion of the lower 
branch of the Legislature, the people of 
Missouri have strengthened its power. 
The House was never so completely in 
control of the lobby as it is now. The 


justly charged with being too much un- 
der the influence of railroad attorneys, 


ocrats the people have fallen into a worse 
state than before.

Noticing a strong mansion with a stone 
balcony running around it while in St. 
Joseph, Mo. ex-Senator Ingalls re- 
marked: “That is the Kind of a house 
for a rich man to live in.

THE REMEDY NEEDED. „ 


Among the most valuable suggestions 
ot the Couneil Retrenchment Committee 
are those relating to the administration 
of the Collector’s office. 

Although composed of three Repub- 
licans and only one Democrat, the com- 
mittee condemns the present administra- 
tion of the office and substantially in- 
dorses all that has been said about it by 
the Post-Dispatch. In the following 
statement it approves both the charges 
of the Post-Dispatch and the plan of re- 
form we have urged for years: 

Enough is known of this office to justify 
the statement that a division or separetion 
of its duties, and a strict enforcement of 
its powers, would result in a very material 
relief to the city. 

Proof of the value of a change of sys- 
tem by which a check is placed upon the 
Collector is found in a comparison of the 
returns from. dramshop licenses before 
and after the creation of the office of 
Excise Commissioner—the great increase 
of revenue from fewer saloons. An exam- 
ple of inefficiency of service cited in the 
report is the revenue from dog licenses, 
which shows a steady decrease since 1882, 
indicating, as the committee sarcasti- 
cally remarks, “that small dogs cannot 
live in large cities.“ 

There is abundant evidence that the 
abuses prevailing’ in dramshop license 
collection before the office of Excise Com- 
missioner was created exists now in the 
collection of merchants’ and vehicle licen- 
ses. They must be expected to exist, to 
the heavy loss of the city, until the func- 
tion of collecting is separated from that 
of granting Ncences, thus placing a check 
upon the Collector. Under the present 
system it is impossible to tell whether 
licenses are collected for all or only a 
part of the mercantile establishments 
and vehicles, and whether not they 
are honestly collected. 

If one branch of the State Legislature 
were not under control of the St. Louis 
Republican boss, this city might receive 
the relief so much needed in the matter 
of collecting the revenue. But without 
reference to the Legislature the Council 
could take effectual steps to secure this 
relief. It has the power of investigation 
and removal. The failure of the Repub- 
lican majority of the Council to act upon 
the suggestions contained in the report 
of its own committee will go a long way 
to convince the people of the insincerity 
of its reform professions.

the mountains alone. Some of his friends 
think he was killed in the pass or drowned 
crossing a stream. Others think the na- 
tives have made him a prisoner and are 
holding him for ransom. If he is a pris- 
oner he may be recovered either by pa 
u ransom or by the intervention of the 
Turkish authorities, who may be forced to 
act by this country or by England, whose 
diplomatic offices have been appealed to by 
Mr. Gresham, owing to the weakness of 
our representatives there. The Secretary 
of State has written the editor of Outing as 
follows: 

Sir—I have to acknowledge the receipt of 
your letter inquiri as to the fate of 
Mr. Lenz. In reply have to inform you 
that this department was advised by a dis- 
patch from our minister at Constantinople 
which inclosed a communication from Mr. 
Graves, the English consul at Erzeroum, 
that he had demanded of the Grand Vizier 
that immediate steps be taken to discover 
and puni§#h Mr. Lenz’ murderers, if mur- 
dered. Mr. Graves stated he had 
tained by private * that a traveler 
answering Mr. Lenz’ description passed by 
the frontier some time in May last, and 
continued his journey toward Erzeroum. 
Since then nothing has been heard of him, 
and a draft of which he was the bearer on 
the agent of Messrs. Zeigler & Co. in Erze- 
roum has never been presented. Mr. Graves 
fea that there could be little doubt that 
he was robbed and made away with in some 
of the dangerous districts. e added that 
he requested careful search to be made as to 
his fate. 

Our Minister’s application to the Vizier 
may élicit further information, in which 
event you will be informed. Copy of your 
letter has been sent to the United States 
Minister.

Ar Sachtleben has traveled through this 
country before and has some familiarity 
with the customs and the language of the 
people and thinks he can find Lenz if he is 
aliye. He is courageous, but has not been 
cal daring and when he went through 
Delib Pass took an escort of four men 
provided by the authorities. He is 28 years 
old, a year older than Lenz. He was born 
in Alton and educated in St. Louis. Besides 
him, the Outing search party includes 
two missionaries from the American Board 
of Foreign Missfons. Thomas Cook and 
Sons are also aiding in the search. 

Sachtleben will endeavor to interest the 
commission which\is looking into the Ar- 
menian outragés in his hunt and will doubt- 
less succeed in doing so, and if Lenz is 
found living in durance, Sachtleben will 
‘appeal if necessary to the Government 
agencies of America, England and Russia 
to effect his liberation. The editor of the 
magazine is not hopeful of immediate re- 
sults, but believes before the summer is 
over it will be known what has become of 
the missing man.

This compelled a postponement of 
twenty-four hours, but before the newly des- 
ignated time had come a snowstorm was 
criving the entire body of ships, large and 
emall, far away from the scene. Three days 
were thus lost, and nothing was done until 
the night of Feb. 3, when a torpedo boat re- 
newed the attempt. Again they were un- 
successful, the barrier proving impassable 
for that occasion.

BY EXPLODING DUST. 


The President Mills at Bethalto De- 
stroyed With Heavy Loss. 


EDWARDSVILLE, III., March 2.—An ex- 
plosion of mill dust in the President Mills 
at Bethalto occurred to-day at 12:40 p. m. 
the magnificent six -story 
plant of the Ka@tffman Milling Co. together 
with the elevator of corresponding size were 
a total ruin. The loss is estimated at about 
$200,000. A large warehouse extending south 
over about an acre of ground and filled with 
flour was saved. 

Thomas Scott, an oiler had an arm broken 
in Jumping from a window and Otto Osten- 
dorf, John Bruner, and Joseph Fox roll- 
tenders were more or less burned in escap- 


ing. 

‘Ohley’s saloon on the north across the 
street was destroyed and several buildings 
adjacent were damaged. Had the fire oc- 
currred at night or with high wind the vil- 
lag? could hardly have been saved, as it is 
without fire apparatus. The mill was 
equipped with an 1 private water- 
works which could be directed quickly to 
any part of the plant, but it was useless in 
case of an explosion. 

The original mill occupying the present 
site was built by James Nimerick about 
thirty years ago, was enlarged and im- 

roved by Messrs. Meyer & Guye of St. 
ulis, afterwards again enlarged and mod- 
erniged by its present owners, who lost it 
together with elevator, warehouse and stock 
about twelve years since. About two years 
afterwards they rebuilt the plant which 
was this morning the finest of its kind in 
Southern Illinois, the pride of the village 
and its mainstay. 


THE LOSS FULLY INSURED. 

At the office of the Kauffman Milling Co. 
bit little information could be obtained, as 
all the accounts, etc., are kept at the mill. 
It wat learned, however, that the elevator 
con‘ained about 50,000 bushels of wheat, on 
which the loss would be about $25,000.

The rule of the Western Union of Fire 
sInsurance Underwriters, which has so long 
maintained high premiums in St. Louis, 
and, indeed, in all the Middle States, is, 
unless all signs fail, approaching an end. 
Not the least of the indications is the al- 
most open secret that at the semi-annual 
meeting of the Union, which will be held 
at the Planters’ Wednesday next, a number 
of leading companies will announce their 


withdrawal from the Union. Among the 
companies so deciding, it is said, is the 
Continental Fire Insurance Co., which, 
through its Vice-President, Col. Henry Ev- 
ans, has already refused to co-operate with 
the Pacific Union, which controls the rates 
of the Pacific Coast.

Louis merchants, manufacturers and others 
in the Middle States have paid so long are 
regulated by the Western Union, which 
meets next Wednesday.

More Than 450,000 Volumes for iste: 
Yorkers to Read.

NEW" YORK, March 2.—Plans have been 
made for the consolidation of the Astor and 
the Lenox libraries, the Tilden trust fund 
and the private library of the late Samuel 
J. Tilden. The new library is to be known as 
the Public Library of New York, Astor. 
Lenox and Tilden founders. It will comprise 


rare books and endowments of over $8,00,- 
000. The consent of the trustees of the insti 
tutions are all that is necessary to the plan. 
The union of the two most important li- 
braries in the city and the alliance with 
them of the trust and the funds and 
library under its control will complete, per- 
haps, the greatest educational movement 
ever attempted in the interests of the citi- 
zens of New York. It could not be ascer- 
tained that any one person was instrument- 
al in beginning operations looking to a con- 
solidation. But the efforts of two or three 
people who 1 ven the matter much 
thought culminat in the appointment of 
three committees with instructions to make 
a careful examination into the question, 
consult with the members of the other com- 
roittees, f they deemed it advisable 
draw up a plan for the consolidation. The 
plan fixed by the committee comprehends 
the cession of a new Board of Trustees of 
all rights, funds and endowments in the 
possession of the present trustees to be ad- 
ministered as they see fit. The new board 
will be subject to no restrictions, except 
such legal conditions as surround some be- 
quests made to the libraries subject to the 
wishes of the donors. In general, 
be said the amounts aggregate $3,000,000 
be administered by the new board.

CUSTOM-HOUSE OFFICIALS. 


The Many Representatives of the United 
States Government in St. Louis, and 
the Duties They Perform. 


There are people in St. Louls who do not 
‘know that the stately stone structure, com- 
monly known as the Custom House, con- 
tains aught else but the postoffice; and of 
those who do understand that this massive 
Federal building is filled with palatial 
offices, comparatively few are aware of 
the nature, the importance or the im- 

mensity of the governmental business 
transacted by the salaried servants of Uncle 
Sam who are quartered therein. 

U. S. APPEALS JUDGE THAYER. 

One of the distinguished personages in 
the Federal building is Amos M. Thayer 
Resident Judge of the United States Court 

Appeals for the Eighth Circuit. Ju 
hayer is a stoutly-bullt, approachable 
man, who hardly looks his 52 years, though 
his hair is already silvered and his

of the United States. It has a larger ap- 
pellate business than any other court of 
the kind. We have 300 cases a year, and, as 
each case involves over $2,000, they are all 
important. Many of them are very difficult 
cases. Almost all of the land litigation of 
the country is in this Bighth Circuit and a 
great proportion of the mining contro- 
versies. The Indian Territory also gives us 
A great deal of litigation of a novel charac- 
ter. When first organized the Indian Ter- 
ritory had no code of laws. Within the last 
two years, however, the Arkansas laws 
have been extended over the Indian Terri- 
tory. I happened to be working when you 
came in on the record Of a single case con- 
taining over 1,000 pages. We have many 
cases equally voluminous. In fact, nearty 
all the business in the Federal Court of Ap- 

als not only involves vital questions, but 
questions of great difficulty and importance. 

“We three Judges, called on to decide 300 
cases a year, are thus required to handle 
about one case each working day. And in 
cases involving such immense amounts—our 
decisions being in many of the cases final— 
you can see that ours is no easy task.“ 

Judge Thayer gets $6,000 a year and 
for life one of the highest offices within 
reach of his profession.

U. 8. DISTRICT JUDGE PRIEST. 

Judge Henry Samuel Priest draws $5,000 a 

ar for presiding over the United States 
District and incidentally the United States 
Circuit Court for the stern District of 
Missouri. Judge Priest is 41 years of age 
and a picture of good health. He has only 
held the Judgeship since last August, having 
ben appointed to succeed Judge Thayer 
when the latter was promoted to the Appel- 
late bench. 

Judge Priest is a man of marked individu- 
ality and noted for his remarkable memory; 
He dresses well, smokes moderately, is very 

ud of his library and likes his old friends 

o call him Sam.“ 

Judge Priest was born on a North Missouri 
farm in 1854. His father, a wealthy stock 
owner, intended him for a Presbyterian 
preacher, but his mother wanted him a law- 
yer, and a lawyer he became, at Hannibal in 
1875. o years later he was made City At- 
torney of Moberly and there attracted the 
attention of Col. Wells H. Blodgett of the

The United States Circuit Court, over 
which —_ Priest also presides, has juris- 
diction of all criminal cases amsing under 
the laws of the United States and can 
punish eapitally; of all cases at common law 
and in equity that arise under the laws of 
the United States, where the amount in- 
volved exceeds $2,000; of all cases where thd 
controversy is between citizens of different 
States, and it has exclusive jurisdiction over 
cases arising under the patent or copyright 
laws. 

UNITED STATES ATTORNEY CLOPTON. 

William H. Clopton, United States District 
Attorney, represents the Government in all 
cases coming before either of the three 
United States courts. He swears to all in- 
formations against violators of the Federal 
laws before the United States Commissioner 
and after the persons are arrested he prose- 
cutes them. He has two assistants, who take 
charge of the Federal Grand-jury, which 
meets four times a 2 in this city and as, 
often in Hannibal, there being two divisions 
of the Eastern District of Missouri. Mr.Wm. 


Court. 


D. Anthony of Potosi, Mo., the first assist- 
ant, has charge of the Grand-jury at St. 
Louis and Mr. Walter D. Coles of St. Louis,, 
the second assistant, has charge of the jury 
which meets at Hannibal. 

Mr. Clopton is a. tall, fine-looking man, 
with a heavy dark mustache and imperial. 
He was born in Madison County, Alabama, 
in 1847, served in the Confederate army and, 
afterwards graduated from the law depart- 
ment of the University of Virginia. Coming 
to St. Louis in 1868, he practiced law until 
Feb. 20, 1894, when he was appointed to his 
present position. 

“The business of this office is constantly 
increasing,” said Mr. Clopton. “Last year 
we had here some 250 cases, and this year, 3 
believe, will have more. In about % per cent 
of our cases the Government has been vic- 
torious. The most important cases arising 
under the Federal laws are post-office 
burglaries and counterfeiting. Revenue of- 
fenses are the most frequent, but they are

They keep them in their parlors, 
and they keep the sun out of their parlors, 
A palm, like any other plant, needs plenty 
of sunlight. They should have a sun-bath 
every day. In the winter there is no danger 
of their getting too much sunlight. In the 
spring and summer, when the sun is 
warmer, they should be screened from its 
rays during the hottest portions of the day. 
I am al y putting up my screens for this 
purpose for the season. But be sure and put 
your palms by the window every day for 
their sun bath. |

‘JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 27.—No 
candid onlooker at the Missouri capital 
would attempt to deny that the Thirty- 
eighth General Assembly has been under the 
Snfluence of that baleful interest known as 
“the lobby” to an extent far beyond any 
previous Assembly in twenty years. Not 
that it has been more venal, but that it is 
less exporienced. It has been unable to re- 
sist the subtle spell of sophistry, and blan- 


ishment, and tender of petty favors. 
a In one direction aloné has the lobby been 
beaten—the Treasury raiders have failed to 
drive through tke side of the State strong 
box as large a Channel of exit for gold as 
they hoped. But the other crowd—the fel- 
lows who have wanted nothing so much as 
be let alone—have had a picnic. They 
* obtained all the preventive and protec- 
tive action they asked for, the considera- 
ion being a few promises of political pre- 
ander and an occasional pass, or frank, 
or what-not of unnegotiable value, There 
have been five or six men on the majority 
side in the House of Representatives who 
have led their colleagues almost without re- 
course to caucus action, whither they would, 
the rank and file seemingly ignorant and 
careless of what part they might have in 
any subsequent reckoning—if any part at 
all. 
Those who have analyzed the situation for 
a reason for this legislative anomaly can 
find no better solution than that the rank 
and file of the lower body, at least, are po- 
litical accidents to whom a winter per diem 
of $5 and the privilege of railroad travel and 
transmission of telegraphic messages with- 
out money and without price are representa- 
tives of bliss undreamed of before the ides 
of November. * 


Who have controlled the situation thus 
completely? 

The railroad lobby, acting in concert with 
representatives of other large, but still sub- 
ordinate, interests. 

To the railroad people, protection from in- 
imical legislation comes comparatively easy 
because they are always prepared. They 
have politicians upon their pay-rolls—the 
smartest and longest-visioned in both or- 
ganizations. Railroad companies do not 
wait until the returns are in to cast up the. 
chances for and against them in the legis- 
lative struggle. They took part in the pri- 
mary elections that chose delegates to the 
nominating conventions; they attended the 
conventions and tested all of their multitu- 
dinous resources in the framing of tickets; 
they sounded candidates in personal inter- 
view and by letter; they invaded cam 
committee rooms and participated in the 
councils of the men who make politics a 
matter of barter and sale; they had a voice 
in the choice and assignment of campaign 
speakers; they dictated campaign addresses 
and supported campaign clubs; and wher- 
ever any of their numerous means of in- 
ducement could avail they overlooked no 
opportunity to elect the “right” man and 
defeat the wrong one. 

So, when the caucus of bossep of the suc- 
cessful party draws near, they are in posi- 
tion to send in their preferences for the or- 
ganization of the chief committees—the

question of partisanship being from now on 
laid by—even aa a cloak to the final scheme 
of protection or defense. And after all their 
men are listed and placed—in one branch in 
the Republican and in the other in the Dem- 
ocratic majority—a count of noses of the 
listed and a review of the unlisted is 
had for the purpose of closing any dan- 
gerous gaps. Of course the other large in- 
terests referred to can now be figured 
into the combination; and the ,tradmg 
and negotiation go on until only the 
incorruptible—the incorrigible minority—is | 
left. 

All this takes place under the very eyes of 
the most savage critics, who, however, can 
only guers what is passing, so safe is the 
fraternity of self-interest. 

The ranking member of the “third House” 
of the present Assembly is Col. Wm. H. 
Phelps, attorney of the Missouri Pacific. 

Col, Phelps is in close touch with the am- 
bitions of the principal workers and favor- 
ites of the Democratic party. and through 
these connections he does a great part of 
his work. He makes no secret of his mis- 
sion before the Legislature—to protect his 
corporation from “raids” either in the way 
of increased taxation or reduced earnings. 
What personal understandings he has with 
members can only be conjectured; but it is. 
certain that political favors are not the 
smallest portion of the consideration. 

In conversation with any other than a 
student of economics, Col. Phelps ia easily 
able to show that the railroad corporations 
are bearing all the burdens they can endure, 
and that only gross ignorance, rank politi- 
cal demag ry or criminal repacity could 
prompt any law-maker to attempt to impose 
additional hardehip or restriction. His la- 
bors are all defensive, and have for years 
been crowned with wonderful success. 

A quiet, stern, taciturn man himself, he 
watches the performance of less conserva- 
tive people until he has arrived at a satis- 
factory understanding of their vulnerable 
points, and then he makes his overtures, in 
person or by proxy, as the exigencies of this 
parcvomar case seem to demand, He is pre- 
pminentiy a faith-keeper, and it is doubtful

All summer long—that is, the 
Summers of the even-numbered years— 
these two men are part and parcel of inter- 
ests apparently and diametrically opposite 
as far as their individual endeavors can 
shape legislative issues; but when the re- 
turns have all been revised they meet on 
common ground and pool their political 
8 for mutual benefit. Without Phelps,

This combination may be said to be ideal 
for the purposes for which it exists. 


In point of extent of influence, Col. John 
H. Carroll probably comes next to the Mis- 
souri Pacific team. Col. Carroll is a mem- 
ber of the Democratic State organization, 
a lawyer and a good fellow. 

He represents principally the Burlington 
Railroad, although his name is also asso- 
ciated with the defense of the Bell Tel 
hone interests of the State. Col. Carroll 
s credited with the authorship of the sub- 
stitute fellow-seryvant bill that is before 
the Assembly, and that representa all the 
relief (7 that railroad employes will get out 
of the Assembly in this particular direc- 
tion.

Judge Spencer has not given personal at- 
tention to the Legislature in recent years, 
except in important crises, but is said to 
have taken command whenever an emer- 
gency arose which could be met satisfac- 
torily only by supervision at close range.

The earliest Governor of the island was | 
Diego Velasquez, who appears to have ad- 
ministered affairs with such vigor and en- 
terprise that he. well nigh dissipated the 
native population, at the same time develop- 
ing and peopling the country with Span 
jards. In a single decade he founded the 
seven cities of Baracoa, Santiago de Cuba, 
Trinidad, Bayamo, Puerto del Principe, St. 
Spiritus and Havana. Thus Cuba became 
the headquarters of the Spanish power in the 
West, forming the point of departure for 
those military expeditions which were 80 
formidable in arms, discipline, courage, 
fanaticism and avarice that they were 
amply able to carry out the vast schemes 
of conquest for which they were designed. 

THE FIRST CAPITAL. 

The first capital of the island established 
by Velasquez was Baracoa, where Leo X, 
erected in 1518 the firat cathedral in Cuba. 


The town now has a population of only 
6,000. Five years after the settlement of 
Baracoa the capital was moved to 
de Cuba, where it remained until 1 
Havana was formal d ed to 
ot“ the island, its Siete 
General being Juan de Tejada. A’ ch 
pirate in 1638 captured and gts | de- 
stroyed the city, and as late as 1760 was 
taken and held by the English under the 
Duke of Albermarie, but in 1768 it was re- 
stored to Spain. 


MILITARY DESPOTISM. 
From the very outset Cuba was governed 
by military despotism, and the immigration 
confined to Spaniards and African slaves. 


The Spanish Governor-Generais grew rich 
off the people, and in the course of time 
the Cubans became restive. The first at- 
tempt to throw off the Spanish yoke was 
made in 1823, when Simon Bolivar offered 
to aid the disaffected party by putting an 
invading force into the island. Another was 
made in 1826, and a third in 1828. Under the 
leadership of Gen. Lopez a conspiracy was 
developed at Cienfuegos and Trinidad in 
1848 to establish Cuban independence, but 
the natives were timid, and after two years 
of desultory fighting Lopes was overpow- 
ered and executed in 1850. The island was in 
a chronic state of civil war from 1368 to 

a fact which se attracted the attention o 
President Grant that in the interest of 
American and Cuban commerce he pro 
annexation. These outbreaks were led 
Cespedes, an able lawyer and wealthy 
planter of mo, and during the eight 
years of hostilities Spain actually sent to 
Cuba 145,000 enlisted men, of whom only a 
few hundred ever returned. Since 1876 rov- 
ing bands of insurgents have caused the au- 
thorities more or less serious trouble, and 
the mountains and half-inaccessible forests 
of the eastern shore still serve to secrete 
many armed and disaffected people. 


A FERTILE ISLAND. 
Cuba is about as large as England proper 
without the principality of Wales. Its great- 
est length is 800 miles, its narrowest part 


twenty miles and ite average width about 
forty miles. The circumference of the island 
is 2,000 miles and is supposed to contain 35,000 
equare miles. The nearest port to this con- 
tinent is Matanzas, lying due south from 
Cape Sabie, Fia., a distance of only 180 
miles. Havana is sixty miles west of Matan- 
zas. The climate is variable, but snow never 
falls in Cuba. In the cities and near the 
swamps yellow fever prevails from the mid- 
die of June to the last of October, but in the 
interior of the island it is no more unheal- 
thy than in American cities in summer. The 
average temperature at Havana is 77, the 
maximum 89 and the minimum 50 degrees. 
CITY OF MATANZAS., 

Matanzas stands next to Havana in pop- 
ulation, but not in commercial importance. 
It is said to be heaithier than the capital, 
but Ballou says in his work on Due South’ 
that it lacks those attractions of life and 
gaiety which are essential even to invalids 
to render them contented. The streets are 
wide and many of the Moorish character- 
istics of Spanish clties, so cortmon in both 
this island and Buropean peninsulas, are 
wanting there. It was dullt much later and 
more under foreign direction than Havana. 
The secret of the superior health of Matan- 
zus over that of the Capital is — 7 — 
because of its better drainage and genera 
eeanliness. The town is built upon the site 
of a former Indian village and contains a

"= |A ST, LOUISAN’S WAR STORY. 


Ed 8. Cotton Reveals at Last a Mys- 
deterious Incident of the Fight- 
ing Around Nashville. 


We were in Nashville, Tenn., in the fall 
of 1864," said Mr. E. 8, Cotton, a St. Louis 
veteran of the Sth Iowa Cavairy, to the 
Post-Dispatch, “when word was received 
that Gen, Hood, with 200,000 men, was 
marching on the city. I was a member of 
Wilson's famous cavalry, in Co. Hof the 6th 
Iowa. We were ordered to check Hood's 
advance and met him at Columbia. The 
slow retreat that followed tasted 


tes as 
then 
been cut off from our supply train and went 
into winter quarters at the Springs, on the 
Tennessee Kiver. Here we subsisted for 
about ten days on a small nubbin.of corn 
per day each, which we parched, Our sup- 
y train then came and we lived very com 
ortably, for seldiers, until about March 1. 
683, when we were ordered to Eastport, ten 
miles below, to prepare for a raid into Mis- 
sissippi. Sherman meanwhile had made his 
memorable march to the sea and was com- 
ing north, and we were to meet him. 
“Before starting we were reinforced an 
numbered 25,00 men. We were armed wit 
Spencer repeating rifies, and on March 22, 
were equipped with five days’ rations and 
one blanket and received orders to march. 
Three days later we met the Confed- 
erates, under Roddy, Forrest and Wheeler, 
and from that time on were constantly in 
their rear. We marched in three parallel 
columns, about five miles apart, both as a 
means of protection and for better forag- 
ing, as our rations had run out and we were 
living off the country through which we 
passed. Foraging was becoming more and 
more difficult as we adv „ as an army 
had already gone over the ground, so we 
hunted in pairs. 


“My mate was Matt Bankson, a cool- 
headed fellow, about four years my senior 
{I was’ but 19 years of age), in whom I had 
great confidence, 

“About the middle of April, I think it 
was, Matt and I broke ranks at 4 o'clock in 
the afternoon, as was our custom, to forage 
for ourselves and horses. It was a dan- 
gerous undertaking we well knew, as Hays’ 
guerillas were in the vicinity and several 
times in our expeditions we had found our 
cavairymen dangling from a limb, with a 
note pinned to their trousers leg, reading:

“Bankson told me to go to the outbuild- 
ings and algo ‘feel the ground,’ (running 
our saber into the earth in search of a 
hollow spot where she might have buridd 
78 provisions) while he went into the 
attic. 


“I was just returning from the stables 
when I saw fifteen guerillas ride up and sur- 
round our horses. Matt was just coming 
out of the back door as I met him, but be- 
fore I could say anything the mounted 
guerillas rode around each side of thé house 
and with an oath told us to throw up our 
hands. I said to Bankson, ‘We are gone 
now, Matt.’ He did not reply, but L saw the 
set look of determination in his fate I had 
geen so often in many a desperate strait, 
and it gave me a little courage. 

“The guerillas dismounted and proceeded 
to strip us of boots and blouse, leaving us 
only in shirt, oo and stocking feet. On 
searching Bankson they found a small am- 
brotype, such as they used to make; in a lit- 
tle oval frame of wood.

‘That is my mother’s RP vou don't

The latest cable ad- 
vices are that the damage was exaggerated, 
and it is also stated that it was too early to 
tell whether any injury had been inflicted or 
not. Both these indicate the trade of that 
country fear there was some damage. The 
buying for French account in this country 
and aiso in London of cargoes off coast is 
another indication that the French are not 
altogether easy over their crop prospects. 
From no other European country have any 
complaints been received. The latest re- 
ports from Russia are more favorable than 
some time ago. But it is still a far cry to 
harvest in both America and Europe, and 
the wheat plant has yet its most trying 
period to pass through. 


If large supplies mean a continuance of 
low prices, perhaps of lower prices than have 
yet been seen, then the prospects are that 
wheat will continue at a low levelin value 
during 1895, unless some serious accident 
happens to the crop of this country or of Eu- 
rope. But it has to be a sure enough short- 
age, a shortage that will prove itself by 
the movement to market in this country, or 
by the demand from abroad, as in 1891, for 
instance. No more@epf these short crops on 
paper will go down with the trade very 
easily again. Without serious damage to this 
country's crop there is the prospect for a 
600,000,000 or more—probably more—yield in 
spring and winter wheat this year. There 
appears to be more than enough wheat in 
‘ie Country to supply all requirements to 
the harvesting of another crop. Next Satur- 
day will furnish the Government report on 
March 1 of farm reserves. This amount the 
Orange Judd Farmer estimates at 154,000,000 
bushels, or 10,000,000 to 15,000,000 bushels less 
than its estimate of last year, when the 
Government placed the amount at. 114,000,000 
bushels. If about the same reduction is 
made by the Government, the 100,000,000 
bushels or so of farm reserves added to 
Bradstreet’s available supply of, say 110,000,- 
000 bushels means a total of 210,000,000 bush- 
els—9,000,000 bushels less than same time last 
year—in this country to meet four months’ 
requirements, which will be plenty and to 
spare.

There is a growing suspicion with the 
trade that the very light receipts of winter 
wheat at primary markets do not mean ex- 
tremely low supplies in the country so 
much as they do that the farmers and coun- 
try dealers are holding on to wheat they 
have in hand in hopes that higher prices 
may be realized later on, either through 
crop damage or some other bullish factor. 
Quite ajnumber of outside mills, which some 
time were forced to come to St. Louis 
and other points for supplies, appear to be 
obtaining wheat in their own sections, as 
they have ceased buying here. Is it because 
the farmers or dealers in these sections, 
who had wheat, but held it relatively higher 
than the wheat could be bought at in St. 
Louis, became alarmed at the prospect of 
being left with the wheat in their hands 
and hastened to sell it at more reasonable 
prices than they had been demanding? Re- 

rts of increased farmers’ deliveries at 
country mills are heard every now and then 
as also statements of country elevator hold- 
ings of considerable amounts in some sec- 
tions of this State and at quite a number of 
points in Hlinois and Indiana. If this in- 
visible wheat is there as reported good 
crop prospects will bring it into sight. How 
surprised the trade would be to see an- 
other run of winter wheat to market.

to be consigned to. Such letters are highly 
appreciated by the trade here, as if other 
shippers entertained similar views a heavy 
tax 6n business would be lifted.”’

RAILWAY SECURITIES WEAK, 
Crop Outlook and Success of the Bond 


Deal Will Influence Future 
Investments. 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, March 2.—The stock mar- 
ket is still so professional that treated by 
itgelf it would deserve scant comment. Al- 
though the week has witnessed some rather 
violent fluctuations from day to day, the 
net changes since the beginning of the week 
are unimportant, except in one or two in- 
stances. The influences of trading have been 
the attitude of the London market, the ten- 
dency of foreign exchange and to a less 


extent dividends, earnings and the like. 
Outside these transactions and those of 
room traders, the transactions have been 
on the side of liquidation. The declines in 
New York Central, isville and North- 
west can not reasonaDly be attributed to 
short selling, though that mode of specu- 
lation has had some influence. The out- 
look for the near future will doubtless be 
most influenced by the result of the ap- 
proaching dividend periods, the success of 
the bond syndicate in carrying out the con- 
tracts and later by the crops. The adjourn- 
ment of Congress without an extra ses- 
sion in sight should have a 
Little can be expected from lway earn- 
ings for a long time, but as live factors 
they have either lost their speculative in- 
fluence or been discounted, nor does there

The bond market appears to have been af- 
fected and to be still under the influence 
of the Government bond sale.

Inquiry among 
the dealers in these securities develops the 
conclusion that the 8 public have 
not yet recovered from the fright prevVail- 
ing over the Treasury and currency situ- 
ation prior to the conclusion of the con- 
tract between the Secretary and the syndi- 
cate. The bond market in the exchange is 
hardly less speculative than its neighboring 
stock department.

The.sterling exchange market has been 
firm, and at the close sales were mide at 
the highest point reached.

In 
connection with these efforts the point is 
brought up that for a long time it has been 
the custom of the leading mercantile firms 
to end their fiscal year on March 31 and 
arrange for remittances before that date.

It remains 
to be seen whether the syndicate are pre- 
pared to fill the demand that must result. 

The increase in gold holdings of the 
Treasury bring the total free gold balance 
to about $87,000,000. To what extent the syn- 
dicate have made use of their credit abroad 
in selling bills and in their importations of 
gold no one but the members can tell. It is 
enough to know that a more powerful com- 
bination to carry out the purpose in ques- 
tion does not exist in the world. .If it can 
be accomplished they can do it.

mon Whisky Trust Resolution 
and Other Important Legislative 
Matters of the Week. 


— — 


Special to The Post-Dispatch. 
SPRINGFIELD, m., March 2.—Events of 
the past week in the proceedings of the II- 


‘Mnois Legislature indicate a division of 


opinion between the Republicans of the 
House and those of the Senate that may 
Make serious trouble for the dominant 
political party before the close of the ses- 
sion. When the Appropriations Committee 
of the Senate was appointed the charge was 
made in the House that it was composed of 
men who would favor extravagant appro- 
priations and it was decided to make up the 
House Committee in such a way that any 
extravagance on the part of the Senate 
could be corrected in the House. Accord- 
— Speaker Meyer got permission to add 
vé gentlemen to the Appropriations Com- 
mittee and he appointed five men who could 
be relied on to fight everything that hinted 
at an unnecessary expenditure of public 
money. The Senate, in the meantime, had 
dad the emergency mili appropria- 

on bill and it had gone to e House. 
When the Appropriations Committee of 
the House took up the bill they precested 
to dissect the measure and when it was re- 
ported an item providing for the purchase 
of new uniforms for the militia had been 
Stricken out. In its amended form it went, 
through the House, but it had hardly passed 
when some of the members of the nate 
ommittee were found protesting against 
the amendments as a refiection on that com- 
mittee. They declared that the House had 
not given the matter thought, and that the 
a dments were not the result of ma- 
ture judgment, but of a blind and unrea- 
soning determination to make a record for 
economy without re to the interests of 
the Co was 
aroused by these charges and on Wednes- 
day a caucus of the Republican House 
Committee was held. At this meeti it 
was decided to stand by the Appropriations 
Committee. It is not unlikely that the 
Senate Republicans will take similar action 
din ate Committee and the 
— Houses will be arrayed against each 


er. 

Another indication that the Republicans 
of the two branches are getting away from 
each other is the action of e Elections 
Committees of the two bodies on the con- 
tests pending before them. In the Wilson- 
McKinley contest, in the Senate, it was de- 
cided to send for and count the ballots 
cast in the Edgar County District. The 
Democrats protested against such action 
on the ground that the contestant had not 
laid a foundation for a contest by evidence 
showing that the count, as returned by the 
— — Was incorrect. This protest the 

publicans refused to consider and the 
recount was ordered by a party vote. On 
Thursday the House Committee on Elec- 
tions took up the Poindexter-Guinn contest. 
This contest is between two Democrats. 
No fraud was charged but the contestant 
all misakes in the count. Both men 
were Willi for a recount, but Mr. White, 
one of the leaders of the Republican side 
of the House, took the position that the 
contestant must lay the foundation for a 
recount with testimony sufficiently strong 
to indicate clearly that a wrong had been 
done. The majority of the committee took 
this view and the evidence presented by 
Mr. Guinn was referred to a sub-committee 
to ascertain whether or not it will justify 
a recount. This action on the part of the 
House Committee is being regarded by the 
sensitive Republicans of the Senate as a 
reflection on the judgment displayed by 
them in the Wilson-McKinley case. 

Mr. Salomon's resolutions protesting 
against the action of the United States 
Court in permitting the Whisky Trust to 
continue in business under the manage- 
ment of receivers after a State court had 
declared the organization to be illegal, is 
creating no little discussion. Mr. Saiomon 
had an exciting experience with the trust 
two years ago. He instituted an investiga- 
tion into the business of the concern and 
was chairman of the Senate Committee ap- 
pointed to take evidence. The chairman ap- 

eared to be the onfy man on the committee 
nterested in going into the charge against 
the trust and it was not until the end of the 
session that the chairman succeeded in get- 
ting a report to the Senate. This was ow- 
ing to the hostility of the other members 
of the committee who continually broke 
the quorum of the committee when it met 
or refused to go into the examination of wit- 
nesses whose testimony Mr. Salomon was 
anxious to secure. Mr. Salomon expects to 
have the old opposition when his resolu- 
tions come up on next Wednesday. 

The most important bill passed by the 
House during the week was the measure 
making the term of the Mayor of Chicago 
four years and providing that he shall be 
ineligible to re-election. Owing to the word- 
ing of the bill the point has been raised 
that it will not apply to the Mayor elected 
this spring, so far as making him inelligi- 
ble to re-election is concerned. This is only 
a quibble and the bill will be amended in the 
Senate if it is decided that such action is 
necessary. The Civic Federation of Chicago 
is interested in this bill and is urging its pas- 
sage. It is also making a fight for the civil 
service bill and the enemigs of that measure 
expect to use the Mayor's bill to hold up 
the civil service reform measure. Many of 
the Chicago members who are favorable to 
the Mayor's bill do not want civil service 
reform and if they can do so they will pit 
the interests back of the two bills against 
each other. 

The newspaper libel bill has been ad- 
vanced to the order of third reading and 
there is every indication that this impor- 
tant measure will pass the House. It pro- 
vides that where a newspaper makes a re- 
traction of a libelous article originally 
published in good faith and without 
malice it shall not be Mable except for ac- 
tual dam It is believed the passage o 
the bill will break up the practice of bring- 
ing speculative libel suits and pretty much 
all the papers of the State are for the meas- 
ure 


re. 

The bill to permit women to vote at 
township elections is still hanging fire in the 
Benate, where a motion to reconsider the 
vote by which it failed to pass, is pending. 
It has been a special order on two separate 
occasions but the lack of attendance when 
this bill is to come up is pay dis- 
tressing. As there is little hops for the meas-

So well is this known that there is a saying 
to this effect: ‘If you destre to succeed in 
life, credit a Christian for one-tenth of his 
fortune and a Mussulman for ten-fold his 
fortune.’ The Armenian trader works on 
this line; that is, he knows the Turk win 
ay him, and he lends to the Turk until the 
atter is completely in his power. This is 
the commercial condition in Asiatic Turkey 
now. The Armenian holds the purse — 2 
and the Turkish t is ground down by 
his indebtedness the Armenian trader. 


imagine it is probably from this state of 
affairs that the recent trouble originated. 
While the Turkish peasant is honest and re- 
liable, Turkish officials are corrupt to a de- 
gree. In cases of business difficulties be- 
tween the Armenian financiers and the 
Turkish peasantry, negotiations and deal- 
ings with the Turkish official become nec- 
essary. On the one hand the Armenian has 
the peasant, unfriendly because he has been

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AMERICANS AT PAPAL COURT 


Brilliant Scenes in St. Peter’s, and In- 
teresting Incidénts of a Formal 
Audience With the Pontiff. 


Sunday Post-Dispatch. 
Feb. 28.—Solemn and impos- 
ing will be the ceremony next Sunday morn- 
ing in the Sistine Chapel, the most historic 
apartment in the Vatican Palace in Rome, 
in celebration of the seventeenth anniver- 
sary of the coronation of the present Pope, 

The venerable Pontiff, who will be 8 years 
old Saturday, has been suffering for some 


Sore the influenza, and his already 
enfeebied condition and advanced age make 
his physicians and attendants apprehensive 
of a serious result if His Holiness should 
nis strength. The Pope, however, 
has frequently surprised everybody about 
the palace by his extraordinary pein 69 
tive. powers; and there is every probability 
therefore that he will personally attend Sun- 
day’s service. J 
us IX., the immediate predecessor of 
Leo XIII., died on the 7th of February, 
The College of Cardinals was instantly sum- 
moned to elect a successor, and on the 20th 
of the same month Count Giaccomo Pecci, 
a -Priest, was found to have re- 
ceived a majority of the votes. March 3, 
1878, the new . was solemnly crowned in 
St. Peter's as the Sovereign Pontiff, Vicar 
of Christ on Earth, Bishop of Rome and Suc- 
cessor to the Chair of St. Peter. He entered 
upon his pontificate burdened with a dismal 
legacy in the shape of restricted tem 
powers, transmitted to him by Pius IX. 

He found the Papal States — f passed 
under the domination of the new kingdom 
of Italy, and vast and valuable portions of 
the church property thro ut the country 
confiscated from the Holy under the new 
order of things. He remembered that only 
a few days before the body of the late Pope 
had been stoned by a rabble as it was car- 
ried through the streets of Rome on the way 
| to its burial place, and he believed that rey- 
olutionary and anti-religious ideas were rife 
throughout Italy. He could not protect by 
the force of arms, so—as he has ever since 
vigorously asserted—he made his moral pro- 
test by presenting himself to the wo as 
the prisoner of the Vatican. During all the 
seventeen years that have since elapsed he 
has not accepted one penny of the h rev- 
enue that has been accorded to him by the 
Italian Government; and he has never left 
the confines of the Vatican Palace and gar- 
dens except to enter the Church of St. Pe- 
ter’s that thereto adjoins. 

AUDIENCES TO AMERICANS, 

It is thus a somewhat extraordinary fact 
that there are perhaps more than 100,000 cit- 
izens of this country who have seen 
XIII.; more Americans than have ever seen 
any of his predecessors in the Holy See. 
This circumstance is, moreover, remarkable 
in view the brevity of his ntificate as 
compared that of Pius IX.; of his ad- 
vanced age, r he was already nearly 70 

old when he was made Pope, and of 
Ais sontinuoush delicate health. 
r ‘The\audien accorded by the venera- 
ble Pontiff to foreign visitors have been 
comparatively rare always, and for fre- 
quent and long periods have been entirel 
suspended. Yet the occasional o rtuni- 
ties presented of seeing the relate 
were always availed of by large numbers of 
Americans. Just how many of them visit 
Rome each year nobody can estimate, 
approximately. The summer is the 
season when most Americans go to Europe, 
but the supposed great heat of Southern 
Italy, coupled with a d of that exag- 
gerated ailment styled Roman fever, keep 
a great many of our country people from 
venturing much to the south of the Alps. 
Still, a fair proportion go to Rome every 
summer and early autumn, and about nine 
out of every ten Americans who chance to 
on the Continent during the colder 
months cross into Italy and wander as far 
as the Eternal City. 

Moreover, there are -siszed Ameri- 
can colonies, subject to constant reinforce- 
ments, in nearly all larger cities of 
Italy, France and Germany. Some time or 
other these are inevitably bound to go to 
Rome, and thus the yea total of Ameri- 
can visitors foots up an amount scarcely 
less than the huge annual visitations of 
Britishers. To nearly every one of them,
